Different projects have been 
completed amid a dynamic 
construction drive in the 
country. 

Building No. 4 of Wonsan 
University of Agriculture has 
been inaugurated. 

The completion of the new 
building with modern lecture 
rooms and labs has _ further 
consolidated the foundation 
for training larger numbers 
of able agro-technicians who 
will contribute to the country’s 
agricultural development. 

The Hwangchoryong Spring 
Water Factory has been built in 
South Hamgyong Province. 

It carries on production with 
the spring water of good quality 
that wells up in large volumes 
from Kyenam Valley in Midun- 
ri of Kowon County in all 
seasons. 

The factory has now gone into 
trial production on the threshold 
of inauguration. 

The Tanchon Power Station 
project is being pressed ahead. 

Soldier-builders completed 
the concrete covering of the 
main water tunnel one month 
ahead of schedule. 

To this end they carried out 


concrete placing over 1.5 times 
more than planned every day 
by maximizing the operation 
rate of such equipment as mixer 
and vibrator and introducing 
advanced working methods. 
They also conceived and 
introduced dozens of valuable 
technical innovation plans 
into production to speed up 
the construction project while 
saving a great deal of manpower 
and materials. 

The Sinuiju Textile Mill is 
making brisk headway with its 
modernization project.

into them and refashioned more 
than 90 transmission gears for 
elastic staff looms. 

Meanwhile, the rail transport 
sector has made innovations 
in the freight transport for the

As it builds up the dispatcher’ s 
unified command — system, 


the Ministry of Railways 
organizes work scrupulously 
to preferentially assign 
locomotives and wagons for 
freight transport to the Samjiyon 
area.

Tasty processed seafood 
produced 


The processed marine products 
made by the Songchongang 
seafood processing company 
are winning popularity among 
consumers. 

The company, which is 
located on the shore of Haean 
District of Hamhung, South 
Hamgyong Province, is engaged 
in the second- and third-stage 
processing of marine products. 

It has several fishing boats 
including a factory ship, a 
cold-storage storehouse with 
thousands of tons of capacity 
and several processing grounds. 

It turns out nearly 30 kinds of 
dried, super-frozen and pickled 
food by catching hard-finned 
sandfish, squid, anchovy, 
Chinoecetes opilio and other 
fishes. 

Frozen shucked clam, 
processed crab and other super- 
frozen fishes preserve original 


tastes as fresh as living fishes, 
said a workteam leader of the 
company. 

Pickled anchovy, squid and 
other products can be eaten at 
any time without processing. 

According to director KimSon 
Sil, the company introduced a 
new processing method that can 
preserve the nutrition of fish, 
improve the flavour of spices 
and prevent decomposition 
to meet the characteristics of 
pickled fish. 

Especially, the vacuum- 
packed salted dry hard-finned 
sandfish has unique taste 
without fishiness. 

Fish spice powder is also 
popular as it helps strengthen 
bones and = promote _ the 
metabolism of children and old 
people.

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Cement giant expands production 
capacity with good supply service 


Modernization boosts 
production 


The Sangwon Cement 
Complex, a leading cement 
producer, is working to make 
innovations in production. 

“Cement is demanded 
everywhere in the country, 
especially at construction sites 
of Samjiyon County and the 
Wonsan-Kalma coastal tourist 
area,” said Thae Il Yong, deputy 
chief engineer of the complex. 


According to him, the 
complex concentrates on 
increasing its production 
capacity and upgrading 


equipment to meet the local 
demand for cement in terms of 
quality and quantity. 

In order to maintain the 
normal operation of the cement 
kiln, the heart of production 
processes, technicians ensured 
the domestic production of 
the formerly imported relative 
speed measuring device with 
the help of one-chip computer. 

They also turned the fire- 
brick production process which 
was dependent on imported 
heavy oil into that based 
on anthracite gasification 
and high-temperature air 
combustion technology, 
thereby developing the most 
efficient fire-brick in ensuring 
the normal operation § of 
cement clinker kiln, which is 
recognized worldwide. 

The complex, which has 
exceeded the peak year level in 
production every year, plans to

double the output by upgrading 
the extra-large speed reducer of 
a raw materials crusher. 

The products of the complex 
come in cement for construction 
and road paving and seawater- 
resistant and high-quality ones. 

It launched the production of 
seawater-resistant cement last 


year. 
The complex has already 
supplied tens of thousands 


of tons of seawater-resistant 
cement to the project for the 
Wonsan-Kalma coastal tourist 
area. 

The cement came first at 
the 16th national inventions 
exhibition last year. 


Good supply service 
promotes production 


The Myongdang Duck 
Farm of the Sangwon Cement 


Complex is a supply service 
base bringing much _ benefit 
to the employees of the 
complex. 

The farm has ten duck 
blocks, five greenhouses, one 
pig block, hatching room, 
mushroom cultivation ground, 
fish farm and feed processing 
ground. 

“Our farm is widely known 
not only for the breeding 
of ducks but also for the 
production of greenhouse 
vegetables and mushrooms,” 
said Jon Yong Ae, manageress 
of the farm. 

According to her, the size of 
their greenhouses differs from 
each other as compared to the 
standardized ones of other 
units. 

The greenhouses are built at a 
high place to make an effective 
use of a small area and get the 
rising sun first. 


A greenhouse is used both 
for growing vegetables and 
breeding fish. 

Designed to make the most 
of geotherm and solar heat, 


the greenhouse produces 
fruit vegetables even in 
midwinter. 

Its fish ponds teem with 
catfish, tilapia and _ other 
fishes. 


The most important thing 
in breeding fish is water 
condition and farmers use 
the waste water from fish 
ponds as the water for a boiler 
installed to sterilize mushroom 
substrates. 

Standouts in greenhouses are 
lettuce boards installed on the 
walls. 

The surface of walls built 
to keep solar heat as much as 
possible is very effective for 
maintaining warm temperature 
for a long time. 


“We harvested two or three 
kilograms of lettuce per 
square metre when we grew it 
on the ground, but we produce 
20 to 30 kilograms now. The 
effective use of space brings 
as much benefit as we have 
another greenhouse,” said 
workshop manager Han Jong 
Guk. 

Farmers grow 
Japonicas and Agaricus 
subfunereus at the outdoor 
mushroom cultivation ground 
with waste substrates from the 
indoor cultivation ground. 

The waste substrates from 
the outdoor cultivation ground 
are used as the feed for pigs 
and ducks after composite 
microbiological treatment. 

Duck excrement is used as 
pig feed, mushroom substrate 
and organic manure. 

A sea of chives is unfolded in 
every open space in summer. 

Dozens of tons of fruits are 
gathered every year from fruit 
trees in different places of the 
compound and they are regularly 
supplied to the workers of the 
complex.

Mine raises product quality by 
applying new tools 


The Osoksan Granite 
Mine increases the output of 
quality natural building stones 
by introducing = advanced 
technologies in stone mining 
and processing. 

The conventional method 
of stone mining caused much 
damage to rough stones as they 
broke or cracked. 

“Like wood, natural granite 
has the grain. Therefore, we 
introduced a new mining 
method to replace the old one 
to suit our raw material,” said 
manager Kim Chang Ryong. 

To adopt the new method, 
the mine provided itself with 
a complete set of equipment 
including two mobile cutting 
machines and accessories. 

As a result, it more than 
doubled the rough stone mining 
efficiency as compared to 
previously. The cut rocks have 
no crack, but all six sides of 


each rock are even. 

According to — technical 
personnel of the mine, it 
now turns out the quantity of 
stones, which took five years 
to hew by the former method, 
in a year by the new one. The 
new technique saves a great 
deal of manpower, materials 
and explosives, is far more 
advantageous in terms of 
labour safety and protection 
and generates very little broken 
stones and overburden. 

The mine also processes 
broken stones, which are 
inevitably generated during the 
mining of rough stones, into 
products. The retrieved stones, 
big or small, are used as such 
building materials as kerbs and 
for embankment and_ fence. 
Even very small by-products of 
processing are used as gravel 
for railway tracks. 

It upgraded the processing 


process by making several 
facilities such as a circular 
column processing machine, 
grinder, trimmer, unique wall 
crane and single-pillar crane. 

The column processing 
machine that turns out any size 
and shape of columns ensures 
over four times of productivity 
as compared to previously. 

The mine receives a large 
order from across the country 
as it exactly meets the 
specifications of clients such 
as the thickness, length and 
width of processed stones and 
the flatness and gloss of stone 
surface. 

At present, the mine is working 
on the products to be supplied 
for the rebuilding of Samjiyon 
County and the construction 
of the Wonsan-Kalma coastal 
tourist area.

Young teacher volunteers

Hwa, the then teacher at Rungna

why the 23-year-old woman 
volunteered to teach on the 
out-of-the-way islet. She was 
greatly moved by the laudable 
deeds of the participants in the 
Second National Conference 
of Exemplary Young People 
of Virtue, a good topic for 
conversation among the locals 
across the country at that 
time, especially among young 
people. 

She could not fall asleep 
all night after she was told

“How can I be called a 
new generation of educator 
if I confine myself to being 
impressed by the laudable deeds 
of contemporary young men 
and women and do nothing at 
all?

S. Korean authorities warned 
against their treacherous acts 


“Turning a blind eye to the 
aspirations of the nation and 
the unanimous expectations of 
the international community, 
the south Korean authorities 
keep clinging to risky gambles 
which may put inter-Korean 
relations back to those in the 
period before the publication 
of the Panmunjom Declaration, 
far from getting rid of the 
ingrained habit of provocation 
of the past,” said a spokesman 
for the Committee for the 
Peaceful Reunification of the 
Country in a statement on 
April 25. 

The statement came after the 
south Korean military kicked 
off a fortnight-long combined 
aerial drill on April 22 in 
collusion with the US. 

The spokesman said that the 
south Korean military have 
staged the DPRK-targeted 
provocative war drill with 


the US troops in south Korea 
against its dialogue partner by 
mobilizing a large number of 
warplanes. 

He described the drill as an 
outrageous challenge to the 
historic April 27 Panmunjom 
Declaration and the September 
Pyongyang Joint Declaration 
reflecting the unanimous 
desire of the entire nation for 
peace and prosperity of the 
Korean peninsula, and an overt 
violation of the agreement 
in the military field in which 
north and south committed 
themselves to making joint 
efforts for easing of military 
tension and removal of 
hostility. 

“The acts of betrayal of 
the south Korean authorities 
have greatly disappointed us, 
as they, far from working to 
preserve the valuable spark 
of peace, reconciliation and 


cooperation by joining efforts 
with the DPRK, have gone 
against the trend towards 
reconciliation on the peninsula 
which north and south brought 
about with their joint efforts 
for the past one year. 

“Though the south Korean 
authorities insist that Max 
Thunder was thrown into 
history and they — scaled 
down the drill by taking into 
consideration the situation on 
the peninsula as they stage 
the large-scale combined 
aerial drill, they are seriously 
mistaken if they think that they 
can give relief to us and divert 
elsewhere the public criticism 
at home and abroad with such 
trite nonsense.” 

In March, the south Korean 
authorities held a joint military 
drill under the codename of 
Alliance that replaced Key 
Resolve which was agreed to

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Spring greens salad with mung-bean 


jelly. 

The Korean people have liked 
jelly since ancient times. 

Referring to the mung-bean 
jelly, also known as_ green 
gram jelly meaning clear jelly, 
Kosasibijip, an old record 
written in the first half of the 
18th century, says “the green 
gram jelly is made of mung bean 
in the same way as bean curd. It 
is only different in that it is not 
put into the sack and pressed, 
but put in wooden containers to 
coagulate”. 

Mung-bean jelly is 
transparent, greenish, 
glutinous, smooth and shiny 
and attractive.
